Ho* 3 is a threes story structure of brick; it measures about 40 x 25 meters, 
Xt is used as offices and. storerooms for the harbor. 

Ho. 4 indicates two similar buildings of one story* constructed of brick and 
measuring about 12 x 8 meters each. They are used as a hospital for the 
harbor o 

Ho* 5 is a smtry box where a sailor checks everyone entering the harbor. 


Ho. 6 is the railroad line from Siikhurai to Tbilisi® 


Ho. 7 is the railroad line from Qchemchiri to Kvesani. 

Ho® 8 Is the Dalidzga River s which floods during the winter. 
.Ho. 9 is the Adikva River (not Tsorka* as previously reported f 
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Ho. 10 is tiie Mokva Eivsr (not Mokri). 

Ho. 11 is Harbor (Portovaya) Hoad, which is unpsvod and is si* or seven 
meters vide. 

So. 12 is Lenina Street# wliich is unpared and is about 10 meters vide. 

Ho. 13 is a street about eight meters vide, About half its length is 

surfaced with asphalt; the other half is unpared. /,■ 

Ho. 14 is Parizhekaya Kommima Street, which is surfaced with asphclt. It 

is eight to ten meters vide, and has a tidewalk 2.5-3 metorB vide on each 
side. This road leads to Sukhumi and '-Tbilisi. 

Ho. 15 is Stalin Street# which is unpared and is about 12-13 meters wide. 

Ho. 16 is Shotta Rustaveli Street, which is similar to Ho. 15-

Ho. 22 is Pervomalsbaya Street, which is similar to Beriya Street. 

Ho. 23 ie a dirt road, seven to eight meters wide, which leads to the 
country.

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Ho. 34 Is an electric bakery* It has a maximum capacity of eight tone of 
bread daily* She building it one-story hi$i t constructed of brick* 
and measures about 50 x 20 meters. 

Ho. 35 is the Abkhazian public school (10 grades). The two-story building 
is of brick and measures about 25 x 20 meters. 

No* 36 is the Bussian public school (10 grades). It is a one-story building 
of brick and measures about 20 at 15 meters. 

Bo. 37 is a two-story stone building measuring about 100 x 20 meters. Here 
are installed the government retail stores* government offices* the 
bank, and the office of the governor of the olty* whose name is Gorsavet. 

Bo. 38 is the city motion picture theater. It is a stone building measuring 
about 25 x 20 meters. 

Bo. 39 is the Hotel Overt sol. It is a two-story building of brick* measuring 
about 40 x 20 meters. 

Bo* 40 is the Baikom* the district Communist political center* The Secretary 
General is named Svilava. The building has two stories* is built of 
brick* and measures about 25 x 25 meters* 

Ho. 41 is a two-story building of brick* measuring about 50 x 25 meters. 

This houses the post office* the prosecutor® s office (prokuratura). the 
library, and the School Teachers 1 Club. 

No. 42 is a two-story building of brick, measuring about 15 x 15 meters. 

This is a naval observation post* Bight to ten sailors of the navy 
stay here* Some of them are assigned to the observation room* which is 
equipped with the necessary instruments for observation and measuring 
the distance to the ships which approach the harbor from the sea or which 
pass in the direction of SuMmrai and Poti* The other sailors are employed 
in the patrols which are maintained night and day along the shore. Signals 
are given from the observation poet by flags and by lights. All ships 
passing Ochemchiri are leapt under observation. 

No* 43 is a two-story building constructed of brick; it measures about 

20 x 10 meters* Within it are housed the offices of the Executive Committee 
(Ispolnitelny Komitet). Ihese offices handle laborers and particularly 
farmers* but source does not know anything further about the function of 
these offices. v 

Ho. 44 is a soccer field. 

No. 45 is a one-story building of brick, measuring 15 x 10 meters* It Is 

called locally Pogranlehnaya Pramiseniya (?) (house of the border guards). It 
houses soldiers who guard, the coast and who are similar to the soldiers 
guarding the border* 

No. 46 is the Agricultural Public School (10 grades). It is a two-story 
building of brick* measuring about 25 x 20 meters. 

No. 47 is the city hospital* It is a two-story building of brick* measuring 
about 25 x 15 meters* 

Bo. 46 is a two-story building of brick* measuring about 20 x 15 meters. 

It houses the MVD and the militia*

Ho. 1 is the railroad station of toe city of Ochemchiri (s<*e Attachment X* 

Ho. 30). 

Ho. 2 is the railroad line from Ochemchiri to Tbilisi* 
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Ho. 3 is the railroad line from Gchemchiri to Kvezani. 

Ho. 4 la the dirt road from Ocheiachiri to Evezani* 

Ho. 5 is the Galldzga Hirer* 

Ho. 6 Is the Tillage of Beslaldmba* which is sparsely Inhabited by 
Abkh a z ians. 


7 is the concentration « amp for persons from the Tillage of Beslakbuba. 
It was constructed during the war. 


Ho. 8 is a dirt road* 2.5"\3 meters wide* which was constructed by the 
prisoners during the war* 

Ho. 9 is the airfield of the Tillage of ^eslakhuba. 

a. In September 1943, source was arrested for doing illegal work (working 
secretly at home) and was condemned to 40 days 1 imprisonment. At 
first he was held at the city prison in Ochemchlrij afterwards he was 
sent to the concentration camp mentioned above (Ho* 7) where he was 
held for 15 days. 


b. During the time that he was in the concentration camp he used to go 
with the other prisoners* who numbered about 500* to work on the 
airfield. 


c. She work consisted in digging airplane shelters (Ho* 9c); Fifteen 
such shelters were constructed. She length of each was 25 meters* 
the width 20 meters* and the maximum depth 1.5 meters. Sheas shelters 
were constructed one behind the other. She distance between them was 
1.5-2 meters. Sh«y were* in a row* as if one large shelter were being 
constructed. She floor of these shelters was sloping* the entrance 
was at ground level and the back was 1.5 meters deep. 

d. In the few days 1 time that source was in the concentration camp* the 
work on the shelters was completed. Shore was talk among the prisoners 
that the shelters would have a covering of stone and concrete and that 
their purpose was to shelter airplanes. 

e. During September 1943* the airfield was surrounded by a wire fence. 

At that time* work had been finished on constructing and surfacing with 
asphalt two landing strips (Hds. 9a and 9b). measurements of the 

larding strips correspond reasonably well with the scale of the sketch 
map* No. 9a is 3*000 meters long and 250 meters wide; Ho. 9b is 1*500 
meters long and 250 meters wide. 

f. During 1943, the surface of the airfield was levelled, according to 
persons released from the concentration camp. 

g. In 1944* work on the airfield was completed, according to persons 
who had served brief sentences and had been released from the concen- 
tration camp. 

h. 3?wo airplanes landed on the airfield in 1945* according to other 
prisoners. 

i. The location of the airfield is such that a person passing over the 
asphalt road or the r&lliroad line to Hvez&ni cannot eee it. 
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
